For Inefficiency—Take Congress 
W IT H overloaded and outdated information 
gathering techniques, the Congress of 
the United States must Judge the merits of 
SI00 billion 
budgets, 
pass 
on 
measures 
mi mutely affecting the lives, jobs and. busi­ 
nesses of 190 million Americans and decide 
policy that shapes the destiny of the world. 
The ability of Congress to carry its legis­ 
lative burden wisely and use its immense 
power well is a matter that should be of 
deep concern to every American. 
How efficient and effective is the 
Congress of the United States? Not as 
efficient or effective as It ought to be. 
That is the conclusion of a management 
study report on Congressional machinery by 
Arthur D. Little. Inc. Commissioned by the 
National Broadcasting company for a special 
television report Iasi year, the study apprais­ 
ed congressional effectiveness and efficiency 
in terms of its ability to exercise the legis­ 
lative power assigned to it by the Con­ 
stitution, and the extent to which use is made 
of modera management practices. 
•

• 
The report said, "Congress is burdened by 
an increasing work load that is an impedi­ 
ment 
to its 
effectiveness,” 
and 
further 
criticized the national legislature for "failure 
to relieve itself of unnecessary work detail” 
According to the report, the time 
problems and the overwhelming Congres­ 
sional work load are. to a great extent, 
the result of poor scheduling and poor 
management of the great body itself. 
Perhaps 
most 
worrisome 
from 
the 
standpoint 
of Congressional 
independence 
was the conclusion that the national legis­ 
lature does not have the facilities necessary 
to make an informed and independent judge­ 
ment of legislation proposed by the execu­ 
tive branch. 
Growing rather like "Topsy” , and follow­ 
ing many of the procedures of a bygone age. 
both houses of Congress need organizational 
updating. Deficiencies were cited in staff 
support and analytical procedures necessary 
for meaningful review by Congress of pro­ 
posed 
budgets, legislative 
programs 
and 
fiscal policy.

In connection with this, the Little report 
concluded that while the present system of 
"decentralized committee consideration" of 
budgets and proposals is a practical method 
of review, the absence of an "overall view 
places the control of policy squarely in the 
hands of the President and the bureaucracy 
rather than in the hands of Congress.” 
But all Is not black, and the report 
suggested remedies based on **. . , con­ 
cepts that have 'been prosen in industry.” 
For example, there is a need for better 
work scheduling, including a year-round 
calendar and realistic time allotments"* 
to review 
and 
act 
on 
the 
Federal 
budget.** 
It was further recommended that Con­ 
gress establish “ an analytical budget in­ 
formation service" completely and solely 
responsible to Congress itself, so it can 
"test in advance the relative effectiveness of 
alternative courses of action.”

Strengthening the staffs of Congressional 
committees and providing them with “com­ 
puterized analytical capability” was also 
listed as a necessity, along with the sug­ 
gestion that, "Congress should insist on get­ 
ting improved 5-to-lO year forecasts of the 
commitments it is undertaking when It sup­ 
ports new or revised executive programs.’* 
The need for such forecasts has been: 
brought urgently to the fore in recent 
sessions, since 'the ultimate cost of many 
programs initiated is not even known. 
Certainly there are great differences be­ 
tween running a legislative body and a 
business enterprise. 
But, as the Little report suggests, it would 
seem that many of the management tech­ 
niques of modern business could be utilized. 
With Federal budgets of over $100 billion 
and broadening government involvement in 
the life of the nation, many people, including 
members of Congress, feel that upgrading 
the effectiveness of our national legislative 
body should be the first order of business.

We sell a product and give each per­ 
son something for their money instead of 
asking for a donation in money. We also 
raise money through donations of our own 
members during; the year, 
We do not need 50, SO or 70 members to 
make a good club.

Almost 
always, such people are impa­ 
tient and actually annoyed if 
the cause cannot be immediate­ 
ly pinpointed, treated and cured. 
In order to give you a better 
understanding of the difficulty 
of diagnosis let me outline only 
a few' of the causes of pain in 
the face and neck. 
The nerves of the head, jaws, 
face, eyes, ears and neck are 
a vast network that depend on 
each other and refer pain to 
distant areas. 
The persistent 
pain may come from the teeth, 
the bite of the teeth and the 
jaw joint, infections of the 
sinuses, tension of the muscles 
of the neck and jaw's, allergies, 
drugs and changes of the bone 
structure of the spinal column 
of the back and neck. 
When pain is the only symp­ 
tom It becomes exceedingly dif­ 
ficult to track down its exact 
cause. But, it can be done. A 
general physical examination is 
necessary to uncover far dis­ 
tant conditions in the liver, kid­ 
neys, circulatory system, lungs 
and the heart.

There is one special condition 
known 
as 
“tic 
douloureaux” 
which is an exceptionally pain­ 
ful one. It is characterized by 
sudden severe episodes of vio­ 
lent and excruciating pain. This 
condition effects one of the 
large nerves of the face, the 
trigeminal. 
There are a number of other 
neuralgic conditions that can 
produce pain similar to the kind 
you describe. 
Tic douloureux can now be 
treated successfully by a num­ 
ber of methods. Injection with 
hot water, alcohol and local an­ 
esthetics have been used in spe­ 
cific cases. There are a number 
of new drugs that can control 
these painful episodes and, in 
fact, reduce their occurrences 
to a minimum. 
Finding the reason for your 
long-standing illness is a com­ 
bined project that can only be 
accomplished with patience and 
detailed 
cooperation 
between 
you and your doctor. 
You must not be impatient 
if the pain in the head and neck 
does not immediately respond 
to treatment. 
Diligence must 
be continued in spite of tem­ 
porary disappointment if you 
are eventually to be relieved of 
the disorder that is plaguing 
you.

Steel Price Hikes 
Are Irresponsible, 
Says White House 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — The 
White House denounced a wave 
of steel price increases as irre­ 
sponsible 
and 
inflationary 
Thursday but there was no sign 
of any move to force a rollback. 
President 
Johnson 
withheld 
any 
direct comment, 
but 
a 
'White House spokesman said 
the chief executive "received 
the news with considerable con­ 
cern that the public interest had 
been violated by the decision to 
increase prices.” 
W’hite House press secretary 
Bill D. Moyers declined to spec­ 
ulate on what if any action the 
government might take to coun­ 
ter the succession of price boost 
announcements 
coming 
from 
the steel companies. 
But he said: "No one can 
force them, to do what they do 
not want to do.” 
Early in. 1962 President John 
F. Kennedy forced a rollback of 
steel price increases by a series 
of moves that included a shift in 
Defense Department orders for 
the metal to companies that had 
not raised their prices. 
Moyers said flatly that this 
week’s steel price hikes "are 
inflationary.” 
• • • 
The administration had tried 
quietly but vainly to stem the 
tide after the first leak in the 
dam appeared Tuesday night. 
That was the initial announce­ 
ment by Inland Steel Co., one of 
the smaller producers, that it 
was 
raising 
prices. 
Inland 
conceded at the time that it 
would have to do an about-face 
if the rest of the industry did not 
fail in line. 
Johnson’s chief economic ad­ 
viser, Gardner Ackley, chair­ 
man of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, protested .in a. state­ 
ment that some of the big pro­ 
ducers had ignored, an urgent 
request to talk it over before 
raising prices. 
After Inland Steel started the 
price-hiking parade, Ackely sent 
telegrams to 12 other stel com­ 
panies saying, "may I urgently 
request that your company take 
no action prior to discussion 
with the government.” 
Moyers said only one produc­ 
er responded — a Bethlehem 
Steel representative discussed 
the situation personally w i. t h 
Ackley 
Thursday 
morning.

Ackley’s public statement did 
not specifically categorize the 
price boosts as inflationary, in 
the administration’s judgment, 
but Moyers said Ackley had 
told him that "there is no ques­ 
tion in his mind but that they 
will contribute to inflationary 
pressures.”

“The trend will be more in the direction of 
instead of size, as in the one-platoon days.” 
WITH RESERVATIONS, OF COURSE 
THIS MAY COME as a shock to some high school 
coaches, who have had free substitution for all these 
many years. 
Of course, Paterno, who speaks far too candidly 
to be classed among the common herd, offers a clari­ 
fication. 
“This,” he said, “doesn’t mean that we won’t take 
a big boy. But if we have a choice between a big, 
tough boy, and a tough boy just a little smaller with 
speed, we’ll take the smaller boy. 
“We’re not looking for 170-pound guards, but we 
want kids who are fast enough to come off a block 
and still get the job done. 
“In this day, when the offenses spread you all 
over the field, you can’t cover every area, so you 
have to be fast enough to recover and get yourself 
out of trouble. 
“The first thing we’ll look for is toughness. The 
second is speed.” 
RECALLED SAM GREEN, WARESAK 
PATERNO WASN’T LOST when the name “Potts­ 
town” was brought up, and immediately supplied the 
names of Sam Green and Frank Waresak, which is go­ 
ing back a few years, particularly in the case of Green. 
“I’ve been 16 years waiting for the Engle to re­ 
tire,” laughed Paterno, who held the title of “associ­ 
ate coach” for several years. 
“That,” he added, “is a h— a long time to wait 
for a job.” 
Green, said Paterno, was “the best football play­ 
er, but Waresak was the kind of player we like.

A pharmaceutical firm official 
urged a local audience Thursday 
evening to support a federal 
law that aids law enforcement 
officers in controlling cert am 
simulant and depressant drug*. 
Speaking to the Potts town Ro­ 
tary club meeting at Brooksida 
Country club. Dr. Robert Haak- 
enson. community r e 1 a t i o ns 
manager of Smith, Kline and 
French laboratories. Philadel­ 
phia, told the group that the 
law s major provisions went into 
effect the past Feb. L 
“Law enforcement offi­ 
cials now have the power 
to take action against the 
illegal sale, distribution, and 
possession of amphetamine 
and barbiturate drugs, but 
their efforts will not be suc­ 
cessful without our support,” 
Dr. Haakenson said. “Noth­ 
ing handicaps the police of­ 
ficer 
more than 
public 
apathy,” 
Dr. Haakenson was intro­ 
duced to his audience of 85 
persons by John J. Gilbert, Ro­ 
tary president and comptroller 
of Smith, Kline and French. 
Dr. Haakenson said there is a 
“crying need” for a greater 
awareness of danger of misusing 
drugs. The new law, he said, re­ 
quires manufacturers, whole­ 
salers, pharmacists, and phy­ 
sicians who handle ampheta­ 
mine (stimulant) and barbit­ 
urate (depressant) drugs to 
register with the federal govern­ 
ment. 
Penalties are provided both 
for illegal sale and possession 
of such drugs, he said.
